must not forget, however, that while the 
experimental attitude essentially modern, experi- 
ment has always been lurking the background, 
working under cover behind the scenes, watching 
for opportunity assert itself, spite the 
persecution with which has always been con- 
fronted. know that all progress due 
experiment; but spite this have the feeling 
that who criticises the present somehow 
particularly unpleasant, not dangerous, member 
society. Custom right, not only the primi- 
tive mind savage society, but goodly pro- 
portion minds modern life.

discover the fact that valuable many these 
were for present-day study, they had languished 
and died for want appreciation and demand. 
There need for all these records, and they should 
available form for all who are experimenting 
this field study, that may know what 
has been done, what facts were assured and verified, 
and what needs done the future, are 
avoid waste and prevent the mistakes the past. 

far back 1898-9, Dr. Frederic Burk carried 
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out one the most significant and scientific experi- 
ments ever made the kindergarten field. the 
time, the’ record met with chilly reception, 
the whole; nay, more, was stamped with the 
vehement disapproval the greatest kindergarten 
authorities the day, heretical and dangerously 
radical. was almost forbidden book some 
circles, that one felt ashamed acknowledge 
the appreciation called forth the fact that many 
its returns tallied with one’s daily experiences 
with little children. deserved universal study 
then, now, whether one accepts all Dr. Burk’s 
conclusions and theses not. Dr. Burk has been 
besought issue new edition, but neither author 
nor publisher cares float another edition, after 
their experience with the first one. Dr. Burk, how- 
ever, has generously consented turn the study 
his experiment over the writer and the editor 
THE KINDERGARTEN AND First GRADE issue 
serial form.

Some fifteen twenty years ago Dr. Colin 
Scott, now director the Department Education 
Mount Holyoke College, supervised some very 
telling experiments self-government and self-direc- 
tion with children second, third, and fourth 
grades. These records may found his book, 
Social Education, and deserve the careful study 
all those who are eagerly studying the problem 
training young children for the serious responsibility 
liberty offered democratic governments. 

Professor Earl Barnes and Miss Sissons (now 
Mrs. David Snedden) united conducting some 
experiments with kindergarten children Leland 
Stanford University many years ago. This experi- 
ment met with like fate, though some phases 
were recorded the volume Studies Education 
edited Mr. Barnes. This not exhaustive 
list experiments this field. Many were con- 
ducted quietly and unpretentiously that they 
never reached the public, and there were many 
others which the writer knows nothing. 

All these experiments were fifteen twenty 
years ahead their times, but they are coming 
their own to-day. our shame, however, that 
would not receive the message liberty until 
reached from foreign shore. Our valuable 
records should unearthed and studied before new 
ones are planned. 

Study the Kindergarten Problem again 
offered the kindergartners America, not 
pattern for repetition, but prepare the way for 
better experiments and records the future, 
made those who are ready approach the

Preface 


This study report upon one year’s work 
kindergarten system which have felt free 
break somewhat from tradition. sense 
offered finished product, nor are its suggestions 
anything more than tentative. confessedly 
crude. The conditions have been favorable, but 
means ideal. have sought apply the 
kindergarten, practical way, some the prod- 
ucts common sense experience and some the 
suggestions child psychology. 


second purpose this publication lies the 
pedagogical phase the kindergarten problem. 
The kindergarten having great difficulty com- 
mending itself with sufficient force the public 
mind secure its incorporation into the public 
school system. all believe the necessity for 
public education children from four six years, 
nevertheless find difficult undertaking 
assure the public mind that the kindergarten not 
frivolous nursery room based upon cheery 
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sentimentalism and framed notions which one 
can understand. the other hand, the school 
people, while they openly pat the kindergarten upon 
the ‘back patronizingly, they would fretful 
child, are not active supplying real help the 
cause. The kindergarten has not yet been able 
make the school look upon seriously. First grade 
teachers confide their superintendents that they 
would prefer children who have not attended the 
kindergarten those who have. They fail find 
any product the kindergarten training which 
the school can make use, and, the other hand, 
they whisper that the kindergarten children are 
unruly, lack spirit obedience, are dependent 
and continually expect amused. may be, 
course, that the primary school teacher does not 
know good thing when she sees it, but the upshot 
the matter that the kindergarten having 
hard time establishing its place the educa- 
tional system. The least can say that the 
school and the kindergarten are out joint. 

The kindergartens have latter years been 
establishing connecting classes. But this seems 
absurd makeshift, for there can, reality, 
chasmic break the child’s life. There steady 
process development. the instincts the 
kindergarten age are cultivated properly the work 
must show evident results for the school. That 
stands reason. course must dismiss 
the outset any notion that the kindergarten should 
the work the schools. one wants that. 
The first grade teacher does not ask for children 
who can write and read, but she has right 
demand, results kindergarten work, the devel- 
opment the instincts which are nascent during 
the kindergarten period. personal conviction, 
after considerable practical study children who 
come from the kindergarten, that the fundamental 
weakness the prevailing kindergarten consists its 
gross neglect instincts which properly belong its 
and attempts prematurely develop instincts 
which not bud until the adolescent period. 
consequence there are few results value the 
school, for much that which has been done should 
have been left undone, and much that which has 
been left undone should have been done.* 

believe that the power the modern 
child study movement remedy this disjointed 
condition. The investigations child psychology, 
the present time, bear upon the period 
infancy and that covered the kindergarten more 
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directly, perhaps, than upon any other period 
development the individual. Some the sister 
sciences—biology, neurology, physiology, embry- 
ology, and anthropology—have also made important 
suggestions the matter education during this 
period. While would unquestionably course 
foolhardiness apply the hints and raw sugges- 
tions these modern sciences directly practical 
education upon any large scale, the other hand, 
number these same materials and methods 
instruction have also been put forth from the fields 
practical experience. While true that that 
wing the kindergarten system, which has sought 
gain information regarding children solely 
close letter study Froebelian philosophy, has 
been slow inform itself the products the 
modern sciences assist the simpler lines 
research; nevertheless, there are scattered here and 
there the kindergarten hopeful and growing 
number students who, admitting that kinder- 
garten work should yield results which need 
esoteric training recognize, have not hesitated 
beyond the magic kindergarten circle search 
them. many instances these results expe- 
rience training children from four six years 
fall into line with what child study investigations 
have foretold. believe that there ‘already 
enough these tried methods and materials from 
which form the substantial basis curriculum 
for children from four six years. Nothing need 
included which not now successful practice 
some kindergarten, here there, and, while 
aware that some these practices may seem 
treasonable sacred traditions, not aware 
that they are beyond the pale the broad intuitions 
Froebel, and share the general educational 
conviction that the framer the main pillars 
educational system one has been greater 
than he. 

practical carpenter and fresco painter, 
may be, however, there room for question upon 
his absolute infallibility, for, after all said, 
must admitted that was really mortal, that 
lived specific period educational history, 
that was affected his own environment 
philosophy and science, and that this environment, 
this philosophy, and the horizon science have 
since his time radically changed. During the half 
century more since Froebel lived, avalanche 
new facts regarding man, his origin and process 
development, has been precipitated upon educa- 
tion, materially changing our conceptions the 
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child and education, and practically wiping out the 
phraseology that cheery pantheistic philosophy 
which expressed himself. Old principles must 
restated from newer standpoints, and from more 
exact data science and experience, and newer 
philosophic setting. this were done, perhaps the 
orthodox and the unorthodox would not find 
difficult shake hands. Nor can regarded 
presumptuous treasonable the part the 
latter end the nineteenth century, after fifty 
years research, say that knows more and 
more accurately the facts these instincts than 
Froebel knew; nor even say that Froebel erred 
placing the development some the moral, 
and mathematical instincts too early child 
life. Further, not improbable that 
later experience should show that, the invention 
selection methods and material develop 
principle, Froebel did not always choose the very best.

Outline the Past Year’s Work 


The Santa Barbara Public Kindergartens were 
opened August 29, 1898, with attendance 150 
children the four kindergartens, and with eight 
teachers. The increase attendance makes the 
present enrollment 194, while the actual number 
attendance during the year 290. 

organizing the plan work, was decided 
that the most advantageous use the afternoons 
would following course child study, meet- 
ing together for conference and exchange thought, 
visiting the sick, attending parents’ meetings, visit- 
ing parents for information regarding the children, 
and distributing necessary clothing. 

THE KINDERGARTEN SEMINARY: The 
conviction that the existing methods might 
advantageously modified, and the trend and scope 
those methods directed kept within 
the channels practical preparation for school 
life, led Superindendent Burk form Public 
School Kindergarten Seminary, for the purpose 
study and investigation subjects having direct 
bearing upon the welfare kindergarten children. 
These meetings were held once week the after- 
noon, when reviews articles and books well- 
known educators, scientists, and students child 
life were read members. this method the 
following subjects were carefully reviewed and dis- 
cussed: Barnes—Punishment Seen Children; 
Children’s Drawings; Buckman— 
and Monkeys; Hall ard Ellis—A 


Primitive Culture; 


and Play Descent Man; 
Karl Groos—The Play Animals; Hall—Children’s 
Lies; Johnson—Education Plays and Games; 
Lloyd Morgan—Habit and Instinct; Morgan— 
Animal Life and Intelligence; Morrison—Juvenile 
Offenders; Movements Human 
Infancy; Robinson—The Primitive Child; Schallen- 
berger—A Study Children’s Rights; 
Susan Blow—Symbolic Edu- 
cation, chapter Meaning Play; 
James Sully—The Imaginative 
Side Play; Gulick—Some Psychical Aspects 
Muscular Exercise; Childhood. 

During the first few months the regular kinder- 
garten work was carried on, but the studies 
the seminary progressed, the necessity for modifica- 
tions the method the kindergarten became 
evident. There knocking the kindergarten’s 
peaceful and prosperous door, sound many 
voices demanding heard—voices from little 
children, parents, teachers, physicians, psycholo- 
gists, neurologists, students child nature—beseech- 
ing, suggesting, urging, convincing, threatening, 
commanding throw down the barriers self- 
complacency behind which have securely 
entrenched ourselves, and listen the voices 
modern investigation and practical experience. 
Some intelligent kindergartners have already thrown 
down many traditional implements their craft, 
and they rise open the door modern research 
and progress, see the intricate weaving mat and the 
diminutive folding paper vanish with only parting 
sigh regret—regret for the choice 
sequences painstakingly labored over, con- 
scientiously administered; for the elaborate story, 
with its adult moral faithfully ingrafted upon the 
child’s dawning spiritual life; for the carefully 
prepared dictation with gift occupation, which 
has sweetly and craftily sought convey adult 
scientific instruction the unconscious little one; 
for the games, which they have’ performed 
with grace and conscientious adherence traditional 
modes exhibition. 

The thoughtful kindergartner bids the new tend- 
encies welcome—the little child, with his untram- 
meled and naive revelation himself play, his 
interests, his longings, his necessities; the mother, 
with her divine intuitions, her knowledge his 
prenatal and home influences; the primary teacher, 
with her practical suggestions for preparation for 
school life, soon entered upon; the physi- 
cian, with the solemn words warning concerning 
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injured eyesight, nervous complaints, precocious 
brain development; the neurologist, with the revela- 
tions modern investigation regarding the extreme 
delicacy the nervous system, the importance 
developing the fundamental activities fully, the 
period their nascencies, and the danger forcing 
prematurely the fragile nerve fibers; the psycholo- 
gist, with the demand that play, its broadest 
sense, with every incentive for its free expression, 
the child’s rightful inheritance, his only duty 
toward ‘himself and humanity, the only safe, sure 
foundation for life usefulness himself and 
others. 

After ten years close observation kinder- 
garten children, during which time have committed 
many educational sin mistaken enthusiasm, 
and watching the effects produced upon the 
children misguided and unholy zeal, 
convinced that the modern kindergarten has out- 
grown many the encrusted interpretations 
Froebel’s thought; that has ventured many 
lines upon the field belonging adolescence; that 
has encroached upon the child’s rights attempt- 
ing show him better way play than nature 
teaches him; that has put the moral development 
adolescence upon his puny shoulders; that 
more and more intruding upon the domain the 
school using the original playthings devised 
Froebel, medium through which smuggle 
instruction, ignorantly willfully mis- 
taking childish curiosity for the spirit scientific 
investigation. Doubtless this curiosity judiciously 
fostered and gratified may lead desire for 
scientific research adolescence, yet the kinder- 
garten the spirit scientific investigation, such, 
its embryological sleep. 

That children have gone home from the kinder- 
garten with flushed faces, tired eyes, poor appetites, 
and irritated nerves has been frequently reported 
mothers, and upon urging candid expres- 
sion opinion from them, some have ventured 
say that possibly are trying teach the children 
too much once. 

conscientiously spend the entire afternoon 
making elaborate preparations for more flushed 
faces, tired eyes, poor appetites, and irritated nerves 
upon the morrow. want Johnny learn songs 
appropriate the season and the weather, the 
significance which obvious and 
would valuable only understood the 
words. However, Johnny equal the occasion 
and frequently improvises words which have more 


direct meaning him than those offered the 
shrine his spiritual nature. expect him 
remember what tell him morally scien- 
tifically instructive story; must learn the words, 
music, and movement the so-called games; 
must sit quiet and decorous attention while 
follows the letter dictations with the gifts which 
would often tax the ingenuity adult, who 
often expresses amazement Johnny’s ability, 
well may he! Johnny must show enthusiasm 
over chance surreptitious discovery, made 
himself; must place his material accurate accord- 
ance with the dictations, and then like good boy 
replace his gift the little box the tune one, 
two, three. Will not the conscientious kindergart- 
ner recall with many childish sigh relief 
the eight tiny cubes are finally deposited the 
proper box, with appropriate ceremony, and see 
again the stretching arms and legs, aching for 
run and prance, after period from twenty 
thirty minutes this enforced quiet? After all 
this painstaking devotion Johnny’s temporal and 
spiritual welfare, why does not home refreshed 
and healthily hungry, eager come again drink 
this fountain? Because has had too much; 
because his mind confused and his nerves unstrung 
the numerous and various demands made upon 
him. 

The results the discussion and studies made 
the Seminary led the adoption the following 

Prayer, Singing, Movement Songs, Stories, 
Mother Goose Stories, Fables, Andersen, 
Grimm. 

II. Blackboard Illustration Story. Children 
tell story. 

III. Recess. Free Play. Balls. Incentive for 
Individual Plays—dolls, reins, toys, bubbles, the 
sand pile, etc. 

IV. Number—Counting groups with objects. 
Beads other suitable kindergarten material. 

Use objects, pictures, and picture books 
language incentives. 

VI. Recess. Free play with incentives. 

use clay, sand table, paper cutting, 
other kindergarten material without dictation. 

This curriculum has been use since January, 
and while first there was some difficulty smooth 
adjustment, month the beneficial results became 
manifest, the equilibrium between freedom choice 
and spontaneity expression, and proper obedience 
and discipline became apparent, and the beneficial 
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effects free play the open air were satisfactory 
evidence the usefulness this very practical 
curriculum. call practical because was 
arranged meet the requirements the primary 
school, leaving undone those things for which the 
primary teacher had time material. The 
remark one primary teacher, after trial 
children who had been three months under this 
training, has significance peculiar meaning 
when she says: “The children are more obedient, 
more self-reliant, more prompt comprehend 
requests, than any children who have ever come 
from any kindergarten.”

Some Neurological Conditions Childhood 


The essential contention education viewed 
from the standpoint modern child psychology 
that there are epochs stages the child’s 
mental and physical growth, that each higher stage 
reached passing through more primitive 
stage, and that the lower stage may essentially 
different character from the higher stage. For 
example, clear that the moral nature the 
adult obtained only passing through lower 
phases, many which are even 
immoral, judged adult standards. The criticism 
which passed upon many the attempts the 
old education that efforts have been made 
make late activities and conceptions grow lower 
stages. The modern sciences have done much 
establish the truth this contention, 
psychology the past decade has 
engaged gathering data from the various sciences 
and observation its special field mark out 
the fence lines these stages the development 
the various physical and mental activities, though 
course, yet, results are means clear and 
definite detail. are yet the pioneer phase 
the work. 

The struggle between the old and new education 
perhaps more difficult the field kindergarten 
education than school education for two reasons: 
First, the kindergarten furthest removed from adult 
life, consequently the antithesis most marked and 
efforts force adult activities are necessarily more 
striking. the second place, school education, 
especially America, more largely product 
experience, while the kindergarten scheme educa- 
tion has been derived more purely from philosophy, 
and again especially America, has been promul- 
gated chiefly the Hegelian metaphysical move- 


ment. The sweetly poetic and pantheistic concep- 
tions Froebel have been translated and interpreted 
into the still more vague metaphysical phraseology 
the Hegelian school until the real experience 
products Froebel’s teaching have become will-o’- 
the-wisps the burying ground deceased cult 
metaphysics. 

Modern neurology giving the principle 
stages development sound scientific basis. 
have learned that the nervous system, which 
essential factor not only all physical but all 
mental activity well, republic more 
less independent parts, each having for its function 
some particular physical mental activity. While 
yet the location and connections these parts 
have not been fully mapped out detail, yet 
several are known—the centers the various bodily 
movements, sight, hearing, and speech the 
brain cortex, for example. Secondly, know that 
the nervous system constructed upon plan 
superposition structures. The centers for the 
cruder, more inaccurate movements the arm and 
example, are located the spinal cord. 
The more accurate delicate control the fingers, arm, 
and hand, which have been developed the more 
modern forms civilization, directed cells the 
brain. These cells not send out fibers the 
arm directly, paralleling those from the original cells 
the spinal cord, but they send down fibers merely 
these latter cells, modifying and introducing 
new factors into their direction that the muscles gain 
new powers accuracy, delicacy, and possibly 
strength. This fact neatly shown forms 
paralysis where the disease first attacks the brain 
cells certain area; not all the movements 
the member become affected, but only the more 
accurate and delicate for the reason that the move- 
ments controlled the lower centers the spinal 
cord are still healthy. Thirdly, mainly through the 
researches Dr. Paul Flechsig Leipzic upon the 
nervous system the and infants, has 
been clearly shown that these levels, layers, 
the nervous system begin mature different 
periods. 

The spinal cord well matured birth, while 
the brain cortex wholly immature. The move- 
ments which occur before, and many which occur 
for long time after, birth are directed wholly 
the spinal cord, medulla oblongata, and 
pons. Gradually, and definite periods, cells and 
fibers ripen upward direction, commencing 
first the areas lying about the fissure Rolando 
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which controls the bodily movements; the visual 
area, located the occipital region, and the 
auditory centers located the first temporal con- 
volution. Flechsig shows further that throughout 
the brain the other areas have different and more 
less definite times for coming maturity 
that they can used. the other hand, the 
facts derived from studies upon the brains insane 
adults show progress disease the reverse 
direction similar stages. fact, with the 
introduction the level principle the application 
mental disease England some thirty years ago 
Dr. Hughlings Jackson, medical practice has 
been entirely revolutionized and placed upon new 
basis. 

Education now struggling for the same prin- 
ciple pedagogic practice. With the recognition 
that the nervous system built superposed 
layers, that there order, established fixed 
laws heredity, the order development 
these nerve cells and that necessary for the 
lower layers levels fostered and developed 
to. their legitimate maturity suitable exercises, 
the end that the next higher levels nerve 
may have substantial basis, step firmly 
the pedagogic application that there are super- 
posed levels the child’s education, that there 
order development established fixed laws 
heredity, for the deeper and more fundamental 
activity mental and physical From this 
standpoint must recognize pedagogically that 
there is, for example, system primitive child 
morals derived from heredity, which must have its 
period before adult conceptions morals 
developed; with art, literature, number, reason- 
ing, religion, play, physical culture, etc. And, 
the other hand, must not zealous forcing 
upon the kindergarten child adolescent forms 
these activities, for the child not little adult, 
but rather seed. 

Flechsig’s studies, however, deal merely with the 
beginnings development nerve centers. His 
method not serviceable when the nervous system 
becomes well developed and complexity baffles 
the powers the microscope. Other investigators, 
however, have shown this principle development 
continued very actively throughout childhood and 
adolescence, and lessened degree throughout adult 
life until the disintegration old age There 
are clean-cut breaks development know, 
and while cannot lay off, except arbitrarily, the 
beginning and ending points the growth period 


any activity, nevertheless may perhaps recog- 
nize certain classes activities predominating 
certain periods life. have seen that the first 
centers the nervous system develop are those 
the spinal cord, medulla, and pons, controlling 
the more primitive movements the body; that 
some months later the centers the higher level 
these movements, located the brain cortex, rep- 
resenting the more delicate and accurate modifica- 
tions these movements, together with the sense 
centers sight, hearing, touch, taste, and smell, 
begin mature. 

The first level has its périod predominating 
nascency the embryological period and. during 
infancy. The second level begins infancy and 
continues predominating activity until the child 
six seven years age, facts observation 
assure us. Later period when the centers lying 
about the sense centers and those for bodily move- 
ment and representing still higher level having 
with memories things seen, heard, felt, and 
tasted and their associations develop. know 
from researches upon the brains the insane, from 
aphasic patients and those suffering from paralysis, 
that there are such areas separate from the lower 
levels sense. For example, there are cases 
patients who hear distinctly the sound words 
spoken them, but are unable understand the 
meaning. Post-mortem examination has shown 
healthy condition the auditory sense center 
the temporal convolution, but diseased conditions 
are found adjacent area lying the supra- 
marginal convolution. These patients are 
analogous condition the infant who can hear 
sounds, but the adjacent center for obtaining mean- 
ing from them yet undeveloped. Again from 
objective observations upon children may come 
the tentative conclusion, roughly speaking, that 
the period from six seven until eleven twelve 
represents period predominating activity 
these still higher levels nerve centers representing 
the memories the senses and their associations 
with other centers which gives wider range 
thought. 

Still the child cannot reason without the presence 
clear memory picture the object. has 
abstract conceptions, nor can his thought travel far 
without the aid objects, sensed remembered. 
There are regions his brain, representing con- 
siderably more than one half area, which seem 
have nothing directly with the senses 
bodily movement. They may severely injured 
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without causing death any great impairment 
bodily sense powers. Many students unhesitat- 
ingly attribute them the functions higher 
reason, abstract thinking, etc. There much 
the study the insane and aphasic patients 
sustain the view. further held some, upon 
grounds neurological observation, that the cells 
this region constitute the highest levels, that the 
fibers not extend great distances, but merely 
reach the cells the sense areas already described. 
They bear the same anatomical relation the cells 
the next lower level that the cells the lowest 
brain levels bear the cells the spinal cord—i. e., 
they extend down and modify and more less control 
the lower cells, introducing new, more accurate and 
delicate activities. Again, there much evidence 
show that they are the latest all brain structures 
mature. From the standpoint observation 
human action, perhaps may put their predomi- 
nating growth the adolescent age, from 
years. They not parallel old forms 
activity, but modify them. Following the principle 
nervous growth, they need for their healthful 
existence the lower structures, and these lower structures 
must have made full use their growing period 
order constitute healthy basis for the highest level. 

Summing up, may conclude tentatively 
details, that may see three four great 
periods the development the child: first, 
period early infancy when the predominating 
amount growth taking place the spinal cord 
and lowest centers; secondly, period extending 
from infancy until six seven, when the predomi- 
nating growth takes place brain levels bodily 
action and the sense centers; thirdly, period 
from six seven until puberty, when the predomi- 
nating activity the level above the sense centers, 
memories and their association one with the other, 
and these are introducing their modifying influences 
upon the lower centers; fourthly, the period 
adolescence, when from the highest levels the entire 
nervous system again centrally co-ordinated, the 
power thought without the direct use objects 
their memories becomes possible. far 
neurological data give evidence, the order devel- 
opment ever from those structures which are 
oldest the race towards those which are the most 
recent. The child repeats, general way least, 
the tendencies his hereditary history, and the 
order racial evolution. The lowest centers, which 
are the most primitive, are the least subject 
modification. They represent what instinctive. 


Education, the sense modification hereditary 
bents, now least possible. Education, for these, 
exercise them. Education, factor modi- 
fication, best applicable the highest and latest 
structures. The kindergarten child thinks his 
lower brain levels and demands from education the 
opportunity and incentives for free activity his lower 
instinctive activities the end that their strengthen- 
ing, education the adolescent period 
shall have well developed foundation. 

The function education for adolescents may 
and doubtless should largely be, the adaptation 
the pupil the world which live—to its 
conceptions and methods material living, 
literature, art, and morals and religion. His 
highest nerve centers are pliable, easy bend and 
train form new associations. But the kinder- 
garten child yet passing through the deep-worn 
ravines primitive life. morals, his art, his 
literature, his religion, are primitive type, dealing 
largely with bodily movements, sense and their 
Much it, doubtless, mere scaffolding 
which must substituted for when the highest centers 
his brain take control. must let his tendencies 
lead the end that may adolescent follow 
ours.

Interpretive Study 


HOPE the readers these articles will not take 
for granted that original work intended 
the only, all absorbing, element the devel- 
opment musical thought and expression. This 
not thought, nor wish convey the 
impression that necessarily the first phase 
music education. has been dwelt upon (1) because 
the least understood its nature, objects, and 
results, and (2) because much that done the 
class room, put forth print original work, 
far from being such the proper meaning the 
term. What desire impress upon the minds 
teachers the fruitage such work—the devel- 
opment genuine music consciousness, and 
especially the establishment attitude mind; 
attitude that involves realizing the fact that 
music thing thought, inner mental expe- 
rience, mental imaging, the same sense 
obtains language mathematics. 

further purpose impress teachers with 
the fact that original work, rightly carried on, the 
shortest, the most effective means for awakening 
music conception and the ‘‘voice when 
dealing with the seemingly unmusical child—the 
musically, though not the tonally, deaf child. This 
affirmation based upon large experience 
preclude any question its verihood, 
matter how strange opposed may appear 
the psychology the age. This does not mean 
that lacks psychological basis, however. Rather. 
does hint larger psychology, the roots which 
lie conception the genesis and nature the 
child far nearer the verihood being than that 
upon which the psychology our schools 
present founded. 

Notwithstanding these facts, original work not 
necessarily the first, not any means the sole, not 
the most widely serviceable, means for developing 
the child’s inherent capacity perceive, think, 
enjoy, and express music. 

Assuming that the child has attained prac- 
tical knowledge his power think music, 
interpretive attitude thought, the interpretive 
study music second art experience 

awakened and developed. 


far the school concerned, assumed 
that the song primarily the most effective material. 
may well, however, point out the most 
salient reasons why the child should begin with 
the song whether out school. 

will certainly break the inane notion that 
the child begins study music, alias music 
when first undertakes manipulate 
keyboard draw bow. Until child can think 
melody what use pianoforte keyboard, 
violin bow, even vocal machine? 

Further than this, plain that simple 
melody (1) most easily apprehended; (2) that 
involves means expression the most direct 
and always immediate command the child; 
(3) that since song the musical interpretation 
poem, the widest possible range the child’s inner 
life and experiences may consciously appealed to, 
new visions awakened and developed. Thus 
music may consciously linked with the whole 
kingdom beauty and imagination that constitute 
the child’s mental and spiritual life. The study 
interpretive singing, therefore, not rote singing, 
our specific theme. 


What are the general and specific objects 
attained? 

general musical, social, and spiritual 
culture and development powers thought and 
imagination, are the first general aims interpretive 
study. The realization this purpose involves 
certain subsidiary aims, elemental the nature 
the general object. These specific objects 

(a) stimulate and develop rhythmic and 
melodic thinking—the unfoldment melodic con- 
sciousness. 

Since melody the immediate outlining and 
embodiment rhythm and harmony, the develop- 
ment melodic thought means the unfoldment 
music consciousness. All the first efforts 
the child must center the genuine thinking 
music. time should wasted thinking about 


music; element allowed the work that would 
tend divert thought from imaging melody. This 
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necessarily excludes all thought notation. also 
relegates the pianoforte and manual expression 
their proper places; for the study manual 
expression begun too soon will surely result 
positively external sense music; fingers and 
arms, keys and bow, will usurp the place music 
thought. 

(b) Development melodic thinking, interpre- 
tively understood, means far more than the mere 
imitative vocal utterance. Tones must lost 
melody, melodic ideas, oral sounds are lost 
the ideas which the Interpretive 
study goes beyond formal thought and seeks 
arouse and develop artistic and esthetic appre- 
ciation melody and rhythm, not harmony, 
the earliest work with the child. 

The study melodic and rhythmic appreciation 
will enhance the power melodic thought its 
structural, its architectonic nature, since realiza- 
tion the significance and beauty the 
music presupposes thinking the individual melodic 
ideas their relations and unity. Such study 
carries the work into the development real musi- 
cianship, far from the ordinary notion rote singing. 
The horror that many teachers hold rote singing 
well founded means the song singing too 
commonly observed our schools. 

Since tone colors (qualities), their intensities and 
well-ordered relations and unities, are essential ele- 
ments the tonal thought through which music 
makes its appeal mind and heart, their perception 
vital object the study appreciation. The 
real study melodic rhythmic appreciation will 
necessarily result arousing and stimulating 
interpretive use the infinite 
possibilities involved the shades intensities and 
volume tone colors. 

Attention must called here type 
interpretive study that has all the appearance 
appreciation but which deadly its effects 
school. can best exploited illustration. 
was once pleasure listen several classes 
the school connected with state normal. The 
intonation was very accurate, the general quality 
voice was good, was strict, and the loud 
and soft nuances were carried out the letter. 
But there was the rub. Everything that should 
have been the result the pupil’s discovery the 
heart the song, and the spontaneous and truly 
interpretive use his imagination 


the chroma tone, had been killed the predi- 
gested and carefully marked work the teacher. 
The children responded not all their own 
perception the hidden significances melody and 
rhythm, but simply voiced certain impulses 
respect loud and soft that were indicated the 
printed marks. Such work not realizing the 
meaning appreciation; nothing more than 
development automatism. 

(c) cultural study third specific purpose 
the enlargement the child’s experience the 
field beautiful music. Through practical cultural 
acquaintance the children’s minds should stored 
with folk and art songs many peoples and times. 
this might added acquaintance with some 
the great melodies choral works 
mental compositions. 

pleasant note the increased interest 
the folk songs many peoples, and the correspond- 
ing change the song content the song books 
used the schools. people are fortunate, 
certain degree, having very limited number 
real folk songs. The Germans, the French, the 
Russians, the Italians, confine their singing, the 
main, their own national folk songs. This has 
narrowing tendency and helps perpetuate 
intense sense nationalism, larger species 
individualism. 

Being the the world’s peoples 
can, and do, enter into the thought and heart 
the whole humanity more largely than other 
peoples that can spell nation with capital 
For this reason the whole world folk songs 
open use and enjoy. 

(d) The study song may serve another impor- 
tant cultural purpose, for may integrated 
with the folk lore, folk life, folk art, nations and 
races give our children wider horizon 
thought and better and higher realization the 
solidarity humanity; better understanding that 
made one every nation 

The relation such integration music 
history, anthropology, and geography apparent. 

(e) The social service music fifth primary 
aim its cultural study. man liveth him- 
hence, the field experience are discuss- 
ing, the real mental and spiritual value, even 
the individual, will realized only the degree 
which the knowledge and refinement one’s 
art experiences carry over into the social orders 


the home, society, the nation, and universal brother- 
hood. 
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astonishing view the enormous time 
and money spent the pursuit (we can hardly say 
study) music that does not carry into 
the home save most limited degree. For our 
enjoyment music are driven from the home 
the concert with its multifarious distractions, and 
the diabolical invention which pretend 
signify our appreciation and encouragement the 
give more than nominated 
the bill. Song, which might our daily joy, 
even that must sought for outside the home. 

Standing among the thousands who gathered 
about the Christmas tree Madison Squaré 
New Year’s eve two winters ago, notwithstanding 
that the words old and patriotic songs were 
flashed upon screens that all could read them, 
when there should have mounted upward volume 
tone that would have filled the vast dome the 
heavens, and have sounded the glad shout 
united brotherhood all humanity, was pitiful 
hear the faint murmur that floated low the 
frosty midnight air. away with such con- 
ditions, let the school, from the kindergarten up, 
use every means store the minds and hearts 
the children with wealth song that shall 
service the home first all; for can function 


the home cannot fail service all other 


social units occasions. 

(f) Included our first general object sixth 
specific aim the study melody. 

Music may most intimate service play, 
the dance, orchestrics, pantomime, and drama. 
Preparation material for use all these arts 
should one the primary aims the study 
song. 

Here, this simply needs mentioning, because 
already well known and exploited. matter 


second general aim the interpretive study 
song, not rote singing, the development self- 
expression, than which term more need 
new definition. 

This does not mean individualism, selfish expres- 
sion. That far from its real meaning, because 
vanity, jealousy, and the whole Pandora box 
pettinesses and petulancies narrow mental and 
spiritual vision, are the product the too preva- 
lent notion self-expression. Every mind, 
his field operation what may, has thought 
service. The great artist, 


prophet, legislator, statesman, has conceived him- 
self bearing message that shall energize thought 
higher issues bring joy and comfort stricken 
hearts. Development self-expression means awak- 
ing and cultivating all possible powers service, 
all modes voicing the inner messages that shall 
awaken higher thought lead the solace 
peace. Who has greater opportunity for realizing 
the true sense than the singer? 

far the expression song concerned the 
elemental objects are awaken and develop 
consciousness one’s capacity for free, spontaneous, 
significant voicing melodic thought. 

This involves the discovery and use pure tonal 
and phonic voice. 

The melodic voice involves all the motor activ- 
ity, bundle activities, essential the voicing 
significant qualities the tones pitches 
melody. 

The phonic voice includes those motor activities 
concerned with the shaping vowels and con- 
sonants, the oral sounds language. 

Still further, the development free, pure voice 
means the discovery not only the individuality 
these two distinct groups activities, but also 
their relation, which say their harmony. Free- 
dom utterance possible only through the reali- 
zation both individuality and harmony these 
two distinct but inseparable motor groups. Very 
many vocal students not reach practical under- 
standing this individuality function involved 
the very nature these two motor groups, but 
are hampered mistaken notions and efforts 
make the motor group belonging the tonal voice 
the work the phonic motor group. That is, 
the motor activities which are meant voice tonal 
thought get mixed with the motor activities 
involved the voicing oral thought. 

the future articles, which deal with the teach- 
ing and study song and its expression, this subject 
will discussed more detail. this, the 
other aims that have been presented, our purpose 
this time simply state the problems. 


Beyond the cultural and self-expressive aims, 
there third general object that may well 
kept mind, least the early primary grades. 

legitimate and value begin store 
the child’s mind with melodic material, which may 
used later the study the science music, 
least the extent developing the ability 
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write, with proper notation, the melodies music 
the child may hear originate, and, conversely, 
read music from the printed page. That is, 
there comes time when the child should learn 
translate his music conceptions into signs, and 
translate signs into music conceptions. 

When this period study should begin 
dependent upon the mental condition each child. 
certain, however, that should logical 
our treatment this problem are the 
question language. language the child does 
not attempt translate his thought into terms 
notation, nor turn notation into thought, until 
has had language experience, and arrived 
stage thought equal the mastery technical 
detail. Before attempting even the simplest study 
the notation language, the child has had from 
four five years experience with the sounds and 
uses language. his pre-school years the child 
has been making not only practical use language 
but has gathered quite large vocabulary oral 
sounds. And must further noted that this 
vocabulary not composed single isolated sounds. 
Quite the contrary, verbal sounds have been highly 
organized into more less complex units and 
related groups having definiteness significance. 
must also remember that this familiarity with 
related groups sounds, called words, has grown 
out daily experiences involving all the child’s 
waking hours. Still further, soon the child’s 
school life begins language constant factor 
all his experiences, and the development his 
whole thought involves its uninterrupted use. All 
his study, play, and work involve the development 
with the sounds language. 

How absolutely different the case with the 
problem music. far the larger number 
children arrive school age with extremely 
limited musical experience. home, play, 
work, there almost influence operative, 
incentive involving the development musical 
thought. And remembered.that tonal 
thinking music much more, involves more 
subtle and abstract mode thought, than imaging 
the verbal sounds language. 

would therefore, that the 
primal problem should develop rich expe- 
rience music thinking and appreciation, which 
tonal thought not concerned with the analytic 
work discerning differences pitch, but 
realizing tonal relations concrete forms music, 
that is—melodies. This follows logically the child’s 
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experience with the verbal sounds, which, 


sciously, are not individually differentiated and 
named but are grouped organized rhythmic forms, 
that is—words. 

While can shown that certain phases the 
study the science music may brought 
quite early not only without serious detriment 
the art feeling real music thinking and experience, 
but rather may forward art appreciation, still 
remains true that, since the time allowed for the 
development music consciousness limited, 
and view the complex nature the thought 
itself, the whole work, for least the first two 
three years, should given the development 
art experience, through song and appreciative 
study works art keeping with the growing 
mental status the children. 


has been taken for granted that interpretive 
study, the development interpretive concep- 


tions and expression, concerned with the song 
primal material. 


But what song? 

This word covers many different meanings. For 
cultural purposes should stand for the musical 
worthy poem, the primary, 
most significant, melody which may sung. 
although that phrase common designation 


applicable much the material the music 
books used the school. 


not place, nor there time, discuss 


detail the nature which music indeed 
interpretation, not adjunct the poetic 
thought. This much, however, does need 
said: that the poetry which the child study 
should vital importance respect quality 
thought and beauty language. Poetry should 
wellspring pure English, and the study 
song should furnish one the best opportunities 
for the study and appreciation not alone the 
beauty and heart the poem, but also the sonant 
art the English language. 

But this term, art the English lan- 
calls for definition. 

his work the great artist striving 
impress the mind and heart his audience through 
two distinct though inseparable arts. The artist’s 
primal effort build such temple the sym- 
bolic images of. experiences shall most effectively 
awaken the mind and heart his audience, energize 
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them with the same spirit that has fired his own 
soul, lift them into boundless realms thought and 
feeling, and open new spiritual vistas. 

That this inner temple his vision may carry 
its message, must brought into view; and 
the means which this accomplished the 
art language, that language what may— 
painting, the rhythm line, space, and color; 
poetry, the rhythm and harmony oral sounds; 
music, the rhythm melody and harmony 
tone-color. 

The deeper, more significant, more wonderful 
the inner vision, the greater the need for significant 
and wonderful embodiment—ars linguae. 

The greatness, the effectiveness song, lies 
the success the artist presenting, symboliz- 
ing, interpreting the significance the temple 
his inner vision built out one class images 


thought totally different category ideas 
and images mind and heart. The two arts, when 
true one another, that is, are harmonically one, 
form one unique and marvelously effective art 
the poetic subject-matter and form are nature 
that admits being moulded into this duo-art. 

into this rich field duo-art that the child 
should inducted; and certainly plain that 
choice material, poetic and music values must 
equally considered, though thought, predomi- 
nence given music, as, large sense, the all- 
absorbing means interpreting and enhancing the 
poet’s inspirations. 

And the poetry the song our valuations 
need extend beyond the beauty and significance 
the poet’s inner vision and include the 
ars linguae through which this vision finds its way 
the minds and hearts humanity.

Lesson III 
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The Demonstration Play School the University California 


Mrs. Clark Hetherington 


Play School was organized under the Depart- 

ment Education the summer session 

the University California 1913. The demon- 

stration was conducted during the summers 

1913-14 and 1915, culminating during the Exposition 
year 1915. 

The schoolhouse consisted about three acres 
ground covered with fine old oak and eucalyptus 
trees. The equipment was general the crudest 
character, consisting tables quickly thrown to- 
gether the carpenters the university, large 
platform for the rhythmic and musical activities, 
large sand boxes, quantities large blocks and 
boxes, about two dozen blackboards nailed against 
the huge eucalyptus trees, which grouped themselves 
obligingly close together. The workbenches for the 
manual activities were constructed heavy boards 
also nailed securely the eucalyptus trees. Nearly 
all the books and tools were borrowed from 
university and the city public schools. Large boxes 
fastened with padlocks served storage cases for 
the tools and working materials. Water was piped 
the grounds for drinking and toilet purposes 
well for the animals which the children used 
their animal experimentation. Pianos were rented 
for the rhythmic and musical activities and vovo- 
phones were purchased for the band. Near the 
Agricultural Department furnished plot ground 
for experiments with plant life. All the activi- 
ties were conducted out doors, but the outdoor 
feature, while important, not essential one 
the Play School plan. 

The Play School demonstration school 
organization covering the child’s whole active life 
through the three hundred and sixty-five days 
each year from birth established adolescence. 
The organization based present-day inter- 
pretaticn child nature and its institutional control 
and direction meet the conditions modern 
social life. 

consider child nature and child education 
broadly through all stages and conditions human 
development, there are two conspicuous outstanding 
phenomena: First, the child’s spontaneous active life 
play, with its evolved forms; and, second, the 
child’s dependence, complemented parental in- 


stincts for protection and control with their evolved 
institutional forms. considering the organization 
the child’s education, the points view presented 
these two conspicuous but complementary phe- 
nomena have equal weight. 

Playtime the child’s life generally thought 
that period which not controlled adults, 
which filled with unorganized, undirected activity, 
and often characterized mere fooling. This 
expresses the attitude the average person toward 
the child’s play life. Many educators still look upon 
play necessary evil and the time devoted it, 
while necessary counteract the bad effects 
many our present school practices, grudgingly 
allowed. The majority people have, however, 
evolved out the old Puritanical idea the evil 
spirit expressing itself the child’s love play, 
and will admit that play has some biological signifi- 
cance. 

Now contrast this conception play 
would have you think the child stands 
apart from institutional control. bundle 
hungers and instinct tendencies and these 
hungers and instincts are found the fundamental 
springs all his conduct. acts spontaneously, 
because driven from within. spontane- 
ously manipulator things and ideas. 
spontaneously linguistic and talks until can 
express what thinks and feels. spontane- 
ously social and enters into social relationships. 
spontaneously suggestible and educable; 
follower, imitator, craving leadership and instruc- 
tion ways acting that will satisfy his hungers 
and give him adjustment. 

This spontaneous life play life expands natu- 
rally. begins few so-called random move- 
ments and vocalizations and expands ever 
broadening range exercise the manipulating, 
locomotor, vocalizing, and sense-attention mechan- 
isms, exhibiting omnivorous hunger for the 
stimulus activity. expands under the growing 
instinct and intellectual capacities. The egoistic 
instincts produce increasing number self- 
testing stunts and achievement plays. The social, 
protective, hunting, and fighting instincts expand 
most conspicuously the imitative plays, the chas- 
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ing, hiding, and seeking games, and with the opening 
adolescence, into the gang and athletic activ- 
ities. The intellectual activities expand with these 
activities and vast range interpretative re- 
sponses develop with the burst speculative interest 
about seventeen years age. The child’s play life 
expands from the confines and control the home 
and the neighborhood, the spontaneous organ- 
ized play centers the community and the phys- 
ical and biological and social environment, each 
which the child comes contact with broadening 
range influences and controlling forces. 

Now this spontaneous and expanding expression 
energy (impelled from within, the 
power hungers) play. you see that play 
not the popular nor the schoolman’s 
“mere But play identical with the 
spontaneous living. 

The child lives and plays whether will 
not. Play the most important activity the 
child’s life, thus the phrase devoid 
meaning. Play the most fundamental form 
all developmental activity and therefore nature’s 
method education. The child wants edu- 
cated but wants get the only rational 
way, just the race got it, through experience.

Co-operation must given 
the play life broad, rich, and wholesome, 
hence leadership essential—leadership the child’s 
struggle for activity, experience, and self-expression.

From the standpoint the child there are only 
two classes activity: internally impelled activity 
play; and externally impelled activity work.. 
Any activity from the child’s standpoint, 
what the powers used the energies expended 
the duration the effort, play internally 
and satisfies the developing life-hungers and 
instincts the age period. 

once watched boy eleven spend every 
spare minute had during three months 
effort construct boat which hoped could 
use the little shallow stream which ran through. 
his mountain farm. dammed the stream and 
then labored patiently his boat. man ever 
struggled more intensely prevent starvation than 
this lad eleven construct his boat—this ideal 
fancy his youthful, isolated mountain life. 
finished the boat, but, like many other inspira- 
tions childhood, his ideal was never attained— 
his purpose never achieved. The boat would not 
float. The impulse act was present, the capacity 
for sustained effort was there, only one factor was- 
missing—leadership. With just little leadership. 
the long-drawn-out weeks effort would have been 
crowned with success. Now what was the boy 
doing? Was working? Was playing? Ask 
any adult and sure you will told that 
was working. Interpret the boy’s mental processes. 
and you must agree that was playing. Thus 
you see that the adult tends interpret any activity 
the child that sustained with effort and 
future aim, work. This purely adult 
viewpoint. The child interprets the most strenuous. 
and long-continued activity play, internally 
impelled. 

Play activities frequently take forms that 
not efficient from the adult educational stand- 
point, due lack leadership, and this aspect 
play that the educator thinks when rebels. 
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against it. Leadership necessary play 
work. identify the child’s play with fooling 
futility only shows twisted understanding child 
nature that very subtle survival medizvalism 
modern educational thought. One sees this atti- 
tude exhibited often our educators when play 
even suggested educational force the life 
the child. They fairly shrink away and tremble 
the thought. During the Play School Demon- 
stration this attitude was often displayed teachers. 
woman teacher perhaps fifty-five years, after 
short period observation, said one day: 
you may call this teaching, but don’t 
believe you can teach children anything unless you 
put them into seats and make them study their 
books. believe She could under- 


stand neither the method nor the organization the 
Play School. 


Contrast this attitude with that 


professor biology from another university, who, 
after observing the groups children their various 
activities, said public gathering the evening 
that day: walked about the Play School 
grounds this morning and hard for yet 
say that have not been dreaming. All life 
have dreamed school organization that would 
allow children live and develop normally while 
they were being instructed the arts that man has 
developed. could only dream—because 
get far enough away from our traditional school 
organization see how ideal could accom- 
plished. But saw this morning—my life dream 

Now quote these two expression show you 
the chasm that divides the old-time attitude the 
function the school from the modern one. The 
woman was earnest her convictions the man. 
her the function the teacher was teach 
reading and writing and matter what 
other results came the children what their 
real interests might be. the man, the function 
the teacher was the leading eager, hungry 
human beings normal process into the cultural 
inheritance the race. 

Play better developer the capacity 
work than work itself because the emotional 
content play. Play more intense, more varied, 
and greater duration because the sustaining 
power enthusiasm which postpones the onset 
fatigue and reduces the consciousness effort. 
Enthusiasm is-the very spirit healthy childhood. 
carries the burden sustained volitional effort 


bad examples his environment the good, thus 


until the capacity for sustained effort established 
habit. Play, therefore, better developer 
than work the whole work devel- 
ops organic vitality, nervous energy and skill, inter- 
ests, volitional attention, and enthusiasm together 
unified and efficient working whole. Work 
less effective because enthusiasm lacking and 
enthusiasm necessary the development 
volitional capacity. 

The capacity work, therefore, best developed 
the child’s natural life play. developed 
only negative way when the child sits still and 
does things foreign his nature obedience the 
commands adults. The capacity work from 
its simplest its highest form acquired most 
living out activity, broadly and 
intensely, the instinct hungers each age period. 
realizing progressive series aims play, 
the child learns how work and how achieve 
life through work. This the law child progress. 

But aims can ever accomplished without 
leadership. The child must have leadership his 
activities are satisfying educationally effi- 
cient. Soin the Play School shifted the emphasis 
our organization from subjects study, that are 
selected products racial achievement, the 
organization the child’s own spontaneous active 
life; from the attitude teaching primarily that 
leading. abandoned our indifference toward 
the child’s play and recognized complete living 
from his viewpoint, well the dominant source 
all educational values. put our aims and 
our specialized adult interests the background 
our consciousness and entered into the life 
from his point view, meeting his hunger for life 
and his desire for leadership with our adult resources. 

The dominance education the play motive 
real living obedience real present needs 
during child life does not mean that there shall 
discipline. Living discipline. not advo- 
cating sugar-coated education. The child, like 
his ancestors from the beginning, driven 
hungers and controlled instincts. His conduct 
largely the product experimental experience 
which causes pain well pleasure. was the 
conduct his ancestors. The child born into 
complex network ways acting, both good and 
bad. Lacking judgment, apt imitate the 


forming habits, ideals, and character that are bad 
for him and for society. mold the ideals devel- 
oping the child the function the parent and 
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societies representative the parent, the leader, centers child life and both exhibit the 
teacher. like leadership, rooted the inefficiency incomplete organization child 
biological relationship the parent and child, there- the playground center life and 
fore teacher and child. 


Thus would seem that the natural, the most 


economical, the most effective method educating 
the child organize his natural, spontaneous 
activities—his play life—and bring all the 

resources the adult into the leading, the guidance, 
and the discipline these activities. 

the present time there are three classes 
institutions that control the child’s active life: the 
home, the school, and the play centers, play- 

grounds. 


the past the home was the center life and 
experience. The majority homes were not only 
the centers family life but industrial and social 

centers well, furnishing large opportunity for the 
child see and participate all the essential 
human activities. The factory took from the home 
both the industrial occupation and the machinery 
manufacture, with all their stimulus and oppor- 
tunity for child activity. Hence the function and 
the size the home have contracted. Moreover, 

the size the family has decreased, leaving children 
not only without generous opportunities for activity, 
but without even the stimulus adequate char- 
acter-building companionship. Parents are helpless 

their efforts supply the leadership needed. 
instead the home and its immediate environ- 

ment supplying practically all the opportunities for 
the child’s activities, these must furnished 
the school and the playground. The school has 
absorbed increasing amount the child’s time, 
but has not, except very limited way, 

attempted supply what has been eliminated from 
child life modern social changes. The public 
playground has come help fill the need for 
educational activity and experience otherwise limited 
physical environment that unnatural and 
social one that complex and specialized. 

The playground, properly equipped and 
directed, not only furnishes many the oppor- 
tunities for activity which have been squeezed out 
the home, but also furnishes leadership. 
the home approaches the apartment type and the 
family the one-child type, under the pressure 
modern socialized conditions, the impor- 
tance the play center and the school increases. 

this new social situation child welfare requires 
new spirit and new organization the school 
and the playground. Both are extra-home insti- 


education organized from the child’s standpoint, and 
the school center child experience and edu- 
cation organized from society’s standpoint, the two 
institutions should combined unite two 
points view and unify the educational 
experience. not sufficient that playground 
space added the school that group 
manual other activities added the games 
the playground. The play the school 
center must become one spirit, aim, and organiza- 
tion. 

Thus the play school proposes organize the 
child’s whole active life. single 
educational center which the child’s spontaneous, 
natural activities are organized and means 
leadership all the essential culture the race looped 
these natural activities. 

The organization the child’s whole active life 
requires classification his activities for admini- 
strative purposes. The classification must include 
all the natural phases his complete living and 
the activities when organized must natural 


‘as the unorganized. The difference consists the 


educational results which are possible through organ- 
ization. When these activities are thus organized, 
they furnish progressive curriculum that easily 
administered subject study curriculum and 
includes everything that the latter includes, and 
more. 

The following classification activities gives the 
divisions the child’s whole active life. provides 
for the development all powers, feeds all the 
native hungers, and will evolve naturally into the 
racial forms adjustment. 


Vocal and Linguistic Activities.

The Manipulating and Manual Activities. 
Rhythmic and Musical Activities. 

Big Muscle Activities.

The linguistic activities arise from the vocalizing 
and communicative instincts. These instincts are 
elements the evolution the lan- 
guages and the literatures the world. The lin- 
guistic activities are naturally associated with each 
group activities and develop questions and 
discussions organized intercommunication. This 
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especially important the environment and 
nature activities. Under this class the mechanics 
reading and the mechanics number and foreign 
languages develop, and are used tools inter- 
communication. 

The social activities arise out 
instincts. These tendencies human nature have 
created society. his social activities the child 
develops his social habits and ideals and his funda- 
mental sex and civic consciousness well the 
art expressions these adjustments. The mis- 
cellaneous social contacts the school and the 
social life the several activities are unified the 
special social hours song, exhibits, discussion, 
dancing, dramatics, etc. these activities are 
centered the spirit the school. 

The environmental and nature activities arise 
from the investigating and interpretating tendencies. 
They include all environmental exploration and all 
experimentation with the physical, biological, and 
social environment. Racially, these activities have 
discovered continents and produced science and 
philosophy. the child they are the source 
experience with and information about the environ- 
ment and life. They include geography, history, 
and all science. 

The rhythmic and musical activities arise out 
vocal and manual experimentation and the pleasures 
derived from rhythm, tone, and melody. the 
race these tendencies have produced the musical 
arts man. the child they are the source 
developed capacity enter into the most influential 
art expression and form community social recrea- 
tive life. 

The manual activities arise from the manipulat- 
ing and constructive tendencies and 
they are conspicuous all survival efforts. They 
have produced the vast range industrial enter- 
prises and the graphic art man. the child 
they develop the constructive powers. They are 
the direct avenues industrial skill, adaptability, 
and economic adjustment. 

The big muscle activities arise out the primary 
hungers for activity and the instincts controlling 
locomotor adjustments the environment. Thus 
they include spontaneous kicking, playful gymnas- 
tics, dancing, vigorous games, and athletics. the 
history the race these activities have been the 


great socializers and primary sources many fun- 
damental art expressions. the child these ac- 
tivities are the sources organic vigor and general 
nervous power. While regarded usually mere 
muscular exercise, these activities carry the disci- 
pline racially old instincts and are therefore funda- 
mental their influence character development. 

The economic activities arise out the acquisi- 
tive impulse and economic needs. The organized 
leadership these activities ranges from incidental 
money making vocational training and guidance. 

Now this analysis activities correct, 
have natural grouping child activities susceptible 
practical organization and administration for 
efficient educational results. 

Thus the Play School demonstration 
school organization—a larger school and play 
center, that fuses the child’s play life with his need 
for instruction and society’s demand that 
instructed. adapted meet the needs the 
and the demands society arising from 
changes the home caused chiefly the rise 
modern machinery. The functions the school 
and the play centers are fused, educationally fused, 
that have one extra-home institutional center 
which, through leadership, the child can satisfy 
all his spontaneous growth hungers and play enthu- 
siasms. Through leadership these natural activities 
can looped with the essential culture the 
race. these activities are furnish the funda- 
mental sources complete adjustment, they must 
express child form the human tendencies that 
have created civilization. presents the basis for 
school program which will not devitalize children 
who participate it, but which will make every 
child morally, intellectually, and physically stronger.

Especially young children the same test may 
reveal not only degrees ability but quite different 
kinds ability traits character. For example, 
(1) child who can discriminate clearly between 
these stimuli may fail these tests for lack 
words express his ideas, while (2) another who 
equally lacking vocabulary may pass the tests 
sheer ingenuity inventing gestures and other 
means expression. the other hand, (3) some 
children have more language than ideas, and use 
words (especially geometrical terms the Froe- 
belian vocabulary) rather fluently but regardless 
their meanirg, occasionally using the right word 
chance.

One 
the preliminary steps was secure 
from every kindergarten teacher 
list ten stories, ten games, 
ten poems, ten songs, ten pieces 
hand work, ten definite habits, 
etc., with which child should 
familiar and skillful the result 
year kindergarten. The 
lists were then studied 
expert teachers and from them 
were selected those stories, games, 
poems, songs, hand work, habits, 
etc., that were deemed usable

each kindergartner and each 
first-grade teacher with the under- 
standing that henceforth the grade 
teacher may assume that the kin- 
dergarten children know these spe- 
cific things and possess these spe- 
cific habits.
